manager wa3 Wayne Birdsell. He also knew me well and how I'd helped them and made money 

for them. Re gave copies of those records to me through someone else I sent to him. 

I think how the whole tiling was contrived, with the dissenting Members being 
denied their expression of disagreement for the reford for history, how they were gulled 
into wliat was not a compromise but v/as the exact opposite, what it meant and means - a] LI
